organization, national and local, 
which could and would undertake ef- 
fectively to defend nee enterprise in 
home ownership and home-building. 

Private enterprise in this field is un- 
der dangerous attack from numerous di- 
rections. There never was a time when 
there was such imperative need for a vast 
amount of home building. There never 
was a time when private enterprise was 
ready to do so much home-building if 
given opportunity. But its opportunity 
is being menaced by government policies, 
which also threaten confiscation of resi- 
dential property already in existence. 

These policies favor increases in the 
taxes and labor costs of private enter- 
pw in the ownership and building of 
ousing, while restricting the rentals of 
housing, and even the prices for which 
it may be sold. In addition, they con- 
template extensive building and owner- 
ship of housing by government which, 
by being rented at less than total costs, 
would be put into subsidized competition 
with private ownership and building of 
housing. 

The plain effect would be to restrict 
by government edict both the profits 
that could be derived from renting ex- 
isting housing and the profits that could 
be derived from building new housing 
and either selling it or retaining and 
renting it. But private enterprise will 
not make the huge investment in new 
housing needed unless sure of oppor- 
tunity to derive satisfactory profits from 
selling or renting it. And the value of 
all housing мт. В in existence, whether 


A phasi BUILDER repeatedly has 


rented or occupied by its owners, would 
be impaired by continuance of present 
policies of (1) increasing taxes and other 
costs of home ownership and (2) re- 
stricting rentals of privately-owned hous- 


ing largely regardless of these increases 
in taxes and other costs. 

All the millions of people who already 
own residential property as well as those 
who desire to use their capital, brains 
and labor in building it, need an organ- 
ization able effectively to combat govern- 
ment policies tending to destroy the 
value of real property and prevent the 
great increase in building by private 
enterprise which is absolutely essential 
to supplying the housing needs of the 
American people. 

Those promoting the establishment 
and endowment of the National Real 
Estate Foundation are making a great 
effort to create such an organization as 
is needed. The outstanding leader in 
this movement is Arthur W. Binns of 
Philadelphia, who has been elected pres- 
ident of the Foundation. Mr. Binns is 
young, a successful business man, a pub- 
lic speaker of unusual ability, and in- 
tensely devoted to the cause of private 
property and private enterprise. Asso- 
ciated with him in the movement are 
men of similar calibre ME the 
country, who ask nothing for themselves 
excepting the backing of all who desire 
the preservation of private property in 
real estate, especially homes, and the 
destruction of all obstacles to a great in- 
crease in home-building by private en- 
terprise. 

An article by Mr. Binns regarding the 
National Real Estate Foundation, its pur- 
poses and how it will try to accomplish 
them, appears in this issue. The Amer- 
ican Builder believes that every segment 
of the home-building industry will profit 
by participating in and supporting, na- 
tionally and locally, the great work 
which the National Real Estate Founda- 
tion is being created to undertake.

Quick training progritm needed 

To the Editor: It is the opinion of 
many persons engaged in the building 
construction industry that the pres 
ent apprenticeship program falls far 
short of even beginning to solve the 
problem of skilled labor shortage. It 
is true that this is a step in the right 
direction. However, mam are con 
vinced that it is much "too little, too 
late." A much more intensive and 
speedier program of training men 
must be developed and it must be done 
quickly, if the building construction 
industry is to avoid irreparable dam 
age 

Coping with our postwar peacetime 
problems is certainly no less vital that 
was the solving of our wartime prob 
lems. And if this emergency is to be 
met with emergency measures, con- 
ventional and traditional four year 
training of apprentices will not solve 
When the 
faced with the 
men for war 
do 1t not only well 
so are we today, in 
the building industry. confronted 
with the problem of not only training 
men well but, of even more impor- 
tance training men quickly. The in- 
dustry needs mechanics now. And day 
by дау the need for training men be- 
comes more urgent. The industry can- 
not possibly wait four years for addi- 
tional trained mechanics. Therefore, 
it has been recommended that the 
building contractors, jointly with the 


this very serious problem 
war industries were 
problem of training 
work, thev had to 
but quickly. And 


building trades’ unions, evolve, adopt 
and put into action, as soon as pos 
sible, a program of intensive full-time 
training similar to that operated by the 
war plants during the war, thereby 
enabling a candidate for the building 
trades to attend training school eight 
hours daily with sufficient compensa- 
tion, while attending school, to induce 
returning veterans and others to take 
up these building trades. 

With the Federal Government of- 
fering $50 per month to the single 
veteran and $75 per month to the 
veteran with dependents, it should by 
no means be impossible to work out 
a plan to enable these men to receive 
such intensive full time training. 

The trade unions and workers most 
cértainly must realize that the present 
dearth of mechanics is the direct re- 
sult of "laissez-fairism" on both the 
part of labor and contractors. We can 
no longer afford to follow the line 
of least resistance. Conventional 
methods are inadequate. We repeat, 
an emergency is at hand. Let's meet 
it with emergency measures. 

We cannot permit the industry to 
become virtually stymied because of 
a lack of trained men, while at the 
same time thousands upon thousands 
of returning veterans and others need 

ibs. These veterans want action and 
here is a concrete program of action 
which can bring immediate results 
Let us not lose sight of the fact that 
these men who lost three to four vears 
of their youth while serving their 
country cannot afford to serve an 
idditional four vears learning a trade 
\ great many of them are old enough 
to be married and have families. Many 
of them already have. 

We hear and read so much about 
rehabilitating the veteran. Here is an 
opportunity for the building trades to 
do their share in rehabilitating the 
veteran. It is no longer a matter of 
making jobs. It is now a matter of 
fitting the men for the jobs. An in- 
tensive training program (with pay 
while learning) will go a long way to 
help the rehabilitation of the veteran. 

It is inconceivable to expect that 
we can alleviate the housing shortage 
without a constructive program of

Comparison unfair 


To the Editor: In the November 
issue of the American Builder on page 
105 you have an article by Stanley C. 
Brandenburg entitled Public Versus 
Private Housing by Denver Associa- 
tion.” I want to call your attention to 
two very gross misrepresentations. 

You compare the cost of public and 
private housing, stating that private 
housing costs from $2,650 to $3,300 
and that public housing costs $4,363 
per unit. I think in fairness to public 
housing you should have pointed out 
that this cost includes the slum dwell- 
ings which had to be removed before 
public housing could be built. 

You compare the rental charge of 
$27 for private housing and more than 
$28 for public housing. It seems to 
me that fairness demands that you 
should have stated that the $28 rental 
in public housing includes heat, light 
and gas. The average shelter rent in 
all of Denver’s public housing last 
year was $19.35. 

I have the rather extraordinary 
position of operating a private build- 
ing company and holding the position 
of executive director of the Denver 
Housing Authority. I am sure that 
the private builders have sufficient 
argument in their favor without dis- 
torting facts. In other words, when 
these tactics are used we are only kid- 
ding ourselves and hurting our own 
cause.

THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF FIR DOOR MANUFACTURERS 
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PLANNED PARALYSIS— just as 
American Builder predicted months 
ago, OPA has now seized wartime 
powers vacated by WPB when it 
liquidated itself, and has gone back 
to priorities on building materials. It 
succeeded also in making reality out 
of another ambition—the placing of 
price controls on new construction. 
Having already price-controlled the 
production of lumber and many 
building materials into a state near- 
ing paralysis, OPA can now gloat 
over threatened paralysis of what 
home building activity there is. 


PERFECT TEAMWORK — OPA- 
МНА teamwork would Бе magnifi- 
cent if it were not deadly. First, 
FPHA (NHA subsidiary) creates a 
postwar housing shortage, then OPA 
(with both blaming the condition on 
private builders) says there must be 
more price control. One agency 
makes a charge which gives the other 
a chance to make another charge, 
which gives the first agency a new 
avenue for charges, ad infinitum. 
Now, with OPA the czar of prices 
and materials for houses and build- 
ing, listen for the crescendo castiga- 
tion of private home builders by 
NHA, and observe how perfectly 
the whole scheme was timed— just 
under the wire for NHA to support 
the W-E-T bill on the charge that 
private builders are unable to meet 
the housing shortage. 


LESSON FROM HISTORY—Cov- 
ernment control of industry and so- 
ciety is not a new idea. It is as old 
as time, and the ultimate and inevit- 
able result is serfdom. History is full 
of examples, and it is not necessary 
to go further back than the recent 
tragedy of France to find one. 


SIMPLE BOOKKEEPING — A 
business heavily in debt, and with 
decreasing income, could not survive 
by planning heavier expenditures. 
Why should a government so plan ? 


REMINDER—This is to remind you 
that the Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill 
gives a six billion dollar blank check

to the Washington housing hier- 
archy, NHA and FPHA, which only 
a few months ago apparently did not 
have the foresight to anticipate the 
present critical housing shortage 
here. If they claim that they did 
maybe they can explain why they 
approved the use of American mate- 
rials, including an estimated 90 mil- 
lion square feet of insulation board, 
and labor that went into the original 
program of 50 million dollars giving 
30,000 houses to Great Britain under 
the Lend-Lease program. American 
Bwilder protested the project at the 
time, and does not now hesitate to 
tell homeless veterans that that plus 
more of the same kind of master 
minding by NHA and FPHA, plus 
OPA's power-mindedness, are the 
reasons why there are no homes for 
veterans and for thousands of civil- 
ians. 


POLITICAL CONUNDRUM— Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft of Ohio makes 
himself a hard man to understand. 
Recently he vociferously denounced 
the bureaucrats of Chester Bowles’ 
OPA, and bitterly attacked Presi- 
dent Truman’s health program of 
“socialized medicine,” but he puts 
his name and a lot of steam behind 
the W-E-T bill for socialized hous- 
ing. Doesn’t the Senator know that 
the housing bill creates a bureaucra- 
cy second to none, and with powers 
that make the OPA crowd look like 
advocates of individual liberty ? And, 
doesn't he know that socialized hous- 
ing and socialized medicine differ 
only in that one is housing and the 
other is medicine? If he does, maybe 
he also knows that public housing 
can be dramatized and made popular, 
particularly with the backing of the 
war-entrenched NHA and FPHA, 
while public medicine, without a 
bureau, may be as hard to sell the 
public as swank funerals are at a 
county fair. 


BUILDING MECHANICS — There 
is a vast new pool of potential skilled 
building mechanics beginning to ap- 
pear. All of them wear the now 
familiar discharge emblem. Those 
who come back without specialized 
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skills or without previous experience 
that qualifies them to earn enough 
to support families acquired while in 
the service, start by looking for some 
of the big money they have read 
about aboard ship or on the land 
fronts. Few of them find it, but it 
is encouraging to note that, after a 
few tries, they do not demand that 
the government “do something about 
it.” From the number that turn up 
in the American Builder office every 
week to inquire about the home 
building business, it begins to appear 
that in a few months thousands of 
them will want to learn to be car- 
penters, masons, plumbers, or elec- 
tricians, with a view to learning 
home building from the roots, then 
waiting for the break to go in the 
business for themselves, if they have 
the ability for that. The building 
trades had better get ready for them. 
They are on the way in ever-increas- 
ing numbers. The spirit of the fox 
hole easily can be the answer to the 
labor problem for building. 


GOOD SENSE—Not much more 
than just good horse sense is re- 
quired by a G.I. looking for a house 
or an apartment, to discover that the 
shortage of housing facilities offers 
a great opportunity to a man who is 
not afraid to work and study—that 
is, work with a hammer, a trowel or 
a wrench by day, and study by night. 
Too bad there isn’t as much good 
common horse sense in government 
as the G.I.’s are bringing back with 
them from the field of battle. Then, 
again, maybe it isn’t expecting too 


.much to believe that the G.I.’s, as 


soon as they get the pitch, will run 
the reactionary new worlders out of 
government and put some of their 
own battle-seasoned realists in the 
seats of the mighty in Washington. 


FIGHTING FOR JOBS—When a 
fair, mine-run attorney, an amiable 
local barber or just a convincing 
platform orator wins an elective seat 
in Congress, and stays there for 
twelve or more years on the coattails 
of a popular ticket leader, he has 
probably lost his business or his cli- 
entele back home. His only chance 
for a living is to stay in Washington. 
That seems to explain a lot about 
what is behind much of the legisla- 
tion currently being proposed. When 
men put their jobs ahead of the fu- 
ture of the nation, however, it is 
time for a change.

Cortright’s Column

Lumber sufficient to construct nearly 100,000 homes being 
shipped abroad. ОРА premiums permitted manufacturers of lum- 
ber for export will be responsible for the shipment of an estimated 
750,000,000 board feet next year unless policy is changed. Dealers and 
builders in various parts of the country have recently awakened to the 
fact that part of the lumber they expected to receive is being shipped 
for export. Although there is a percentage limitation, it is estimated 
that the same quantity shipped in 1945 will again be lost for housing 
in this country unless OWMR acts promptly in stopping allocations 
for exports. Although under normal conditions “it is important to 
maintain export relations” it would appear that our own relations 
(100,000 veterans requiring housing) should be taken care of first! 


Public housing construction and government jobs draining 
building materials. In view of the extreme essentiality of private 
home building, it is most disturbing to learn that public housing is 
being given preferential treatment in some areas. For example, the 
survey recently undertaken by the Home Builders Association of Met- 
ropolitan Washington disclosed the fact that nearly 80 per cent of the 
available building materials in the district are going to the National 
Capital Housing Authoritv and other government projects. Private 
builders have been forced to stop construction in jobs under way be- 
cause brick and plaster materials were being channeled in great quan- 
tities directly to the housing authority project. 


Six billion twenty-two million live hundred thousand dollars 
initial cost under Wagner-Ellender-Taft Bill. By careful phras- 
ing, the authors have succeeded in so dispersing and concealing ap- 
propriation authorizations and other expensive parts of this program, 
that it is a time consuming job to discover all of them. Some of these 
costs are: $88,000,000 for 45 years for public housing subsidies, a to- 
tal of $3,960,000,000, $25,000,000 for 45 years for rural public housing 
subsidies, a total of $1,125,000,000 ; $20,000,000 for 45 years as slum 
clearance subsidies, $900,000,000; $12,500,000 in the next five years as 
NHA research funds ; and $25,000,000 for five years to be given away 
by NHA on a 50-50 matching basis to communities to finance local 
planning. Of course the total of all this, an amount equal to our 
federal debt several decades ago, is only the beginning. Minor items 
which may be added are the administrative expenses of NHA, those 
of the Department of Agriculture and the RFC, immense local tax 
subsidies, and so on ad infinitum. All in all it seems as though the 
taxpayer is being taken for a handsome ride in paying for the sub- 
sidization of slum clearance and public housing in large cities, vil- 
lages and farms. 


W-E-T Bill introduced in House by Hepresentative Patterson. 
On the Senate side this controlled economy housing bill was in- 
troduced after months of the most elaborate flag waving, trumpet 
blowing and advance publicity. Starting as an outright public hous- 
ing bill, it developed during the Taft Committee hearings and finally 
emerged full blown as one of the most cumbersome pieces of legis- 


. lation in history. In contrast to the Senate procedure the bill was 


slipped into the House by the sub-basement rear door. Lacking bi- 
partisan support and even the name of a member of the House Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee to which it has been referred, the Bill 
was put in by a freshman Representative from Los Angeles. Since 
the results of the rapid fire hearings on the Senate side are a foregone 
conclusion, this strategy on the House side is provocative to say the 
least. One can presume that Representative Brent Spence, chairman 
of the House Banking and Currency Committee, refused to sponsor 
the Bill and other prominent members followed his lead. However, 
since the logistics for this legislation are determined by the shrewdest 
brains in Washington, it is a safe bet that there is reason behind this 
method.

ANY Americans have known since early 1942 that four enemies would 
have to be vanquished before real victory would be won. Three of these 
Italy, Germany and Japan were military foes who had to be fought

The fourth consists of the left-wing social planners, organized both in and 
out of government.

Private Building Volume 


The attainment of a satisfactory level of housing con- 
struction implies the existence of favorable conditions in 
both the construction industry and the economy as a 
whole."

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dwelling units were built—more than six times the ex- 
penditure in 1933 when they were at their lowest level in 
the last three decades and only 93,000 units were pro- 
duced. The dollar volume of private work had increased 
every year between 1918 and 1926 and, beginning with 
1925 and e xtending through 1929, more than $8,000,000,- 

000 worth of private construction was placed each year 

Volume fell off rapidly after 1929 and has never again 
approached the level of the late twenties. An upward 
trend beginning in 1934 was reversed in 1942 when, under 
the wartime pressure of manpower and material short- 
ages, all nonessential construction activitv was halted by 
WPB order L-41, effective on Apr. 9 of that year 

Nonfarm residential building usually accounts for ap- 
proximately half of all private construction activity, the 
only exception since 1915 being during and immediately 
following World War I and in the early thirties 
when this type of work accounted for less than 40 per 
cent of the total. Average annual expenditures for the 
30-year period were over $2,100,000,000 and represented 
45 per cent of all private expenditures. Peak activity 
occurred in 1925 and 1926 when over $4,500,000,000 were 
spent annually for private nonfarm housing, or eleven 
times the low point of 1933, when only slightly over 
$400,000,000 was expended. 

Over one-quarter of the expenditures between 1915 
and 1945 for privately financed construction went for 
non-residential structures in nonfarm areas. This class 
of construction is comprised chiefly oí commercial and 
industrial buildings, but also includes religious, private 
educational, and social buildings as well as privately 
owned utility buildings. Expenditures for this type of 
work reached their peak of $2,800,000,000 in 1929, some- 
what later than they did for residential construction 
Expenditures for commercial buildings in 1929 were 
close to the 1927 peak of over $1,250,000,000 while con- 
struction of industrial buildings in 1929 amounted to 
almost S800,000,000, more than in any vear since 1920 


Fluctuation in the annual expenditures for nonresidential 
building has been less extreme than for residential build- 
ing. The smallest annual total, $408,000,000 in 1943 was 
about a seventh of the peak, as compared to one-eleventh 
for residential building. 

Construction by privately owned public utilities, except 
for buildings, constituted the third largest class of con- 
struction expenditures, accounting for 18 per cent of the 
private total between 1915 and 1945. These expenditures 
reached their peak of $1,600,000,000 in 1929, the same 
year as for nonresidential building, and then remained 
close to the peak through 1930 when all other classes of 
construction were falling sharply. By 1933, however, 
expenditures were at a low of $245,000,000 and have 
not since exceeded $800,000,000. 

Expenditures for farm construction, least important 
of the four classes of private construction in point of 
dollar volume, were greatest during the war and postwar 
period of 1917-20, when farm construction averaged 
$814,000,000 annually. Only once since that time, in 
1941, has the annual volume exceeded $700,000,000. On 
the other hand, the annual volume fell below $400,000,000 
only during the early thirties and since 1942 


Employment in Private Building 


In normal years construction fills more pay envelopes 
with more dollars than any other American industry. 
Employment on the site and off the site of new privately 
financed nonfarm housing projects alone, over the past 
three and one-half decades, has ranged all the way from 
more than 214 million workers іп 1925, or about 10 per 
cent of total nonagricultural employment, to a low of 
about two hundred thousand under the artificial restraints 
of wartime conservation. Between 1936 and 1940 
house building required on-site and off-site nearly 3 per 
cent, or approximately one million, nonagricultural work- 
ers, considerably more than stone, clay, glass and lumber 
and timber industry groups or the automobile industry, 
though not as much as iron and steel and textiles. 

On-site and off-site employment together, however, 
still do not measure fully the total amount of employment 
that flows from residential building. Such building af- 
fects directly the market for a wide variety of producers 
and consumers goods. For example, new homes fre-

quently mean the purchase of completely or almost en- 
tirely new interiors from carpeting and furniture to 
kitchen utensils. With every new house built and sold 
there is a demand also for new garden tools, storm win- 
dows, galvanized pails, fencing, porch chairs and numer 
ous other articles that are a part or parcel of owning a 
house. Few occupants of a new residential unit or new 
house refrain from buying some new furnishings—per- 
haps curtains, a rug, a chair, bedspreads. The effect of 
this area of consumption on employment in the durable 
and nondurable goods industry and on the trade and 
service industries as well cannot be measured directly, 
but the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics’ study of con- 
sumer purchases made in 1941 shows that in that year 
the average amount of expenditures made by new home 
owners for house furnishings and equipment were more 
than twice as much as those made by all the other families 
in the survey. 

Active residential building commonly means use of 
outlying land, with resultant need for schools, stores, and 
churches, and for streets, sidewalks, and facilities for 
water, sewer, gas, electric, and telephone service. 

Finally, residential construction is one of the prime 
movers in the economy. While purchase of clothing and 
semi-durable and nondurable goods is largely a function 
of current consumer income, the purchase of a new resi- 
dence—a costly consumer durable goods calls for credit 
expansion and utilization of savings. For these reasons 
residential construction is a generator of increased con- 
sumer expenditures and calls for a rising level of general 
business activity. 


Outlook for Rosidential Building 


Conditions revealed by the 1940 Census and accentu- 
ated by war-spawned influences have produced a huge 
potential demand for residential construction in the years 
ahead. Since 1940, housing shortages, military servict 
by family heads and economic pressures have caused 
families to "double up" or share living quarters. Fur- 
thermore, according to the Census Bureau, the number 
f families have increased rapidly since 1940. This trend 
is expected to continue, reaching almost 7,300,000 by 
1955. Many of the recently formed families have never 
set up as households or have temporarily abandoned that 
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status. The National Housing Agency predicts that 
1.400,000,000 servicemen's households will be created or 
revived during the coming year. 

Accounting on the average for about one-half of the 
anticipated total for all types of private construction, 
nonfarm residential building is expected to climb steadily 
during the first five postwar years to an annual volume 
of $4,450,000,000, computed at 1940 prices, according to 
recent estimates of the Bureau of Labor Statistics. This 
would place expenditures for this purpose during the 
fifth postwar year at the highest level since the late 
twenties. The average annual outlay over the five-year 
period, $3,950,000,000, would be greater than any amount 
spent by private sources in any year since 1929. In rela- 


| tion to more recent activity, such average expenditures 


would be about 30 per cent more than the 1941 peak of 
$3,091 000,000. 

There is every evidence that privately '"built-for-sale" 
houses will constitute the bulk of 1946 activity while 
private rental units will likely form a considerably smaller 
part of residential building than in the past. Rental quar- 
ters again will probably be concentrated in apartment 
buildings, although the volume of construction will lag 
considerably behind the pre-war peak. 

American Builder has previously estimated that an 


| average of about 750,000 nonfarm dwelling units would 
| be started each year for the five years following the end 
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of the war. This presumes that in 1946 approximately 
350,000 residential units will be started, increasing there- 
after to reach an estimated total of 1,150,000 during the 
fourth peacetime year. Stated in terms of 1945 construc- 
tion costs, the average cost of privately built dwellings is 
expected to be highest—$5,600—during the coming year. 
It seems probable that the annual average will range 
downward to level off in the third or fourth year. This 
assumes that anticipated goals will be achieved and that 
manufacturers, dealers, builders, management and labor 
will all work together to keep costs within reason. 


Rental Housing 


In the early postwar years it does not appear likely 
that private apartment construction will much exceed 
100,000 units a year, below both the prewar peak of 
257,000 and their anticipated future importance. Current 
trends seem toward smaller apartments, averaging three 
rooms or less, to house families without children or tem- 
porary households of employed men or women. On the 
whole, apartment construction is foreseen as motivated

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primarily by investment considerations. Projects are 
therefore apt to be larger than formerly to protect invest- 
ments through development of areas large enough to 
assure stable neighborhood characteristics. Bigger proj- 
ects would also permit reduced management and main- 
tenance costs. 

Apartments for average-income workers, close to places 
of employment, are mentioned by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics study as a relatively untouched field for develop- 
ment. Several difficult problems must be solved before 
this type of building would be practicable on a large scale. 
It is closely related to the problem of salvaging blighted 
urban areas. The cost and complexity of rehabilitating 
such regions, however, precludes their use for housing 
developments in the near future on any extensive scale. 

Numerous village types of projects are expected to 
be erected in outlying suburbs of larger cities. Like those 
in similar categories today, such units would be designed 
mainly for families with incomes of average and above, 
families without children, and temporary housekeeping 
groups. Prior to the war, there were some outstanding 
examples of direct investment by insurance companies 
in apartment projects. Plans are already well advanced 
for a number of similar projects to be built in the early 
postwar period. Though permissive legislation will be 
necessary in a number of states to allow such use of 
fiduciary funds, it seems possible that housing will eventu- 
ally become an accepted major field for institutional 
investment. 


Repairs and Alterations 


The accumulated backlog of maintenance and minor 
repairs—decorating, exterior painting and other protec- 
tive treatment, non-emergency repairs sitem from 
the war period, and emergency repairs—needed by pri- 
vately owned living quarters is expected to average about 
$1,400,000,000 annually during the ensuing five-year 
period. Deferred because of the war, this type of work 
will quickly accelerate as needed materials and manpower 
permit and may reach an estimated volume in excess of 
$1,000,000,000 during 1946. Although a drop is antic- 
ipated by the third postwar year, the high annual rate is 
expected to continue at least through the fifth year. 

A different pattern is predicted for annual expenditures 
covering additions, alterations, modernization and major 
repairs to nonfarm residential structures. In the first 
postwar year, the amount to be spent for these purposes 
is estimated at $550,000,000, rising to $850,000,000 dur- 
ing the third year and dropping back to $750,000,000 
during the fifth year. 
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Composition of Building Activity 


Wartime experience will affect operations in the home 
building field. While there will always be a place in the 
industry for builders of one or two houses at a time, the 
average size of housing projects will probably be larger 
than that in the prewar era. An increasing volume of 
construction is forecast in projects ranging from 25 to 
100 houses. The most promising major sphere for early 
expansion seems to lie in the medium price class—houses 
ranging from $7,500 to $10,000. Competition for this 
market is likely to be based primarily on design, finish 
and equipment rather than price. However, this field 
has its limits and will not sustain its expanded volume for 
more than a few years. On the other hand, although 
operations at lower sales prices require more careful 
planning because of a lower gross profit per unit, they 
offer a larger long-range opportunity to the home build- 
ing industry. 

As in the recent past, it seems probable that larger 
housing projects will be built in outlying sections of the 
community where large tracts of land are available at 
attractive prices. If utilities must be installed on · raw 
land, however, it may prove cheaper to buy lots in par- 
tially built urban subdivisions and demolish existing 
structures if necessary so that new houses can be inter- 
spersed on scattered vacant sites. 


Summary 


An average volume of about $7,900,000 per year at 
1940 cost levels is expected for private construction 
started during the next five years, and a maximum vol- 
ume of $8,600,000,000 for such work started during the 
fifth year. Half of the total will be nonfarm residential 
building, about 30 per cent nonfarm nonresidential build- 
ing, about a seventh will be utility construction, and the 
remainder construction on farms. All major conditions 
are conducive to active sale of "built-for-sale" houses, 
but apartment construction will be much below former 
peaks. The average for private nonfarm residential con- 
struction will be 750,000 dwelling units started per year. 
Commercial building of $1,200,000,000 will consist of a 
substantial volume of new work, but an even greater 
volume of additions, alterations and modernization. In- 
dustrial construction will be somewhat over half of com- 
mercial in volume, but will consist more largely of new 
structures and less of additions and alterations. 

The expansion of nonfarm residential building in the 
period ahead will be facilitated by experience gained in 
the war housing program, in which both builders and a 
few general contractors built projects of several hundred 
units. With few exceptions, these projects were marked 
by more thorough planning of operations, more careful 
timing, and control of materials, and greater use of power- 
operated tools than were general in pre-war operative 
building. Several larger contractors accustomed to man- 
agement procedures were introduced to the field of resi- 
dential work, and many residential builders learned the 
possibilities present in large-scale operations. On some of 
the largest projects, materials were bought directly from 
manufacturers. In these respects, and others, the house- 
building industry matured substantially. 

Severe industrial conflict or “turbulent economic con- 
ditions” more serious than followed the last war might 
change these estimates substantially, but it is believed 
that such conditions are unlikely to prevail for a pro- 
longed period of time. It is also recognized that the 
figures presented here would have to be revised consid- 
erably should postwar public policy provide for extensive 
construction primarily to stimulate employment or expand 
the public housing program. Such a course of action 
would obviously be reflected in the volume of private 
construction, particularly nonfarm residential building

Problems of 1946 Will Be Solved 


WILLIAM GREEN, President. 
American Federation of Labor: 

“A large-scale construction re- 
vival is imminent along the entire 
range of building activity. No one 
will dispute that in the new year 
all phases of the construction in- 
dustry can and will expand. A 
case study of the situation makes 
it clear that adequate labor will 
be available to take care of all the 
actual construction requirements 
which may be anticipated in 1946. 
It is expected that in all types of construction there will 
be an average employment of about 1,250,000 workers 
in the course of this year. A maximum of about 1,700,- 
000 is likely to be reached in September. In the field 
of residential construction, average employment of 
nearly 350,000 is expected to be maintained, reaching a 
peak of about 475,000 in September and early October.”

“The volume of new home con- 
struction which can be produced 
in the critical year 1946 will, of 
course, depend largely on the 
amount of materials which build- 
ers can secure and the availability 
of the necessary skilled labor. The 
President has acted to assure that 
home construction gets a ‘break’ 
through offering priorities to 
builders to produce housing for 
$10,000 a unit and less, with preference for veterans. 
It has been estimated that this will channel about 50 
per cent of all available materials into home construc- 
tion and I believe will add considerably to the amount 
of housing that can be produced during the year. It is 
true that there is a serious housing shortage. However, 
we should not get panicky about it but get down to 
work and solve our problems. As we move up on the 
temporary job, we want comprehensive housing legis- 
lation which will help to double the volume of home 
construction ever achieved over any extended period 
before; to help get private enterprise farther down into 
the great ‘middle market’; to help cities on urban re- 
development plans and to take people out of temporary 
housing, blighted areas and slums.”

NOTHER example of the construction of “usable” 
memorials to the heroes of World War II is found 
in the ex-servicemen's center now nearing com- 

pletion in Union, N. J. Sponsored by the local Veterans 
of Foreign Wars group, and built from plans supplied 
by McMurray and Chirgotis, the Memorial Home aims 
to offer a permanently practical—and useful—monument 
instead of the traditional statue or shaft 

The first floor contains two large meeting rooms, 
but it is desired by the local committee, and provision 
has so been made by the architects, to allow for addi- 
tion of a 40' x 60' auditorium in the rear of the building 
for presentation of shows, dances, and other forms of en- 
tertainment. When the addition is made, one of the 
large meeting rooms will be partitioned off into 
smaller rooms for committee meetings and the like. 

Ihe basement, devoted mostly to a large recreation 
room, has adequate toilet and shower facilities, and will 
contain, as well, equipment for the preparation and serv- 
ing of "cafeteria-style" refreshments. 

Built at a cost of $25,000, raised by local subscrip- 
tion, the building committee expects to raise an addi- 
tional $5000 for furnishings. The top floor will con- 
tain an apartment for the building's caretaker, and 
plans call for erection of a permanent honor roll to be 
placed beside the entrance steps

Stability of Design Assures Years of Value 


The inherent worth of this House of the Month“ is estab- 


lished through careful planning and sound construction. 


HE house illustrated above and the plans for it that 

are shown on the following four pages are a good 

example of complete co-operation between the archi 
tect and builder in developing a modern American home, 
pleasing in design, convenient in plan and sound in con 
struction. 

Maurice E. Thornton, architect of Indianapolis, has 
used a combination of common brick painted, with several 
different types of wood siding to produce a modified Co- 
lonial house of excellent proportions. Restraint has been 
exercised in the use of mouldings and projecting mem- 
bers throughout the house, producing a severity of out- 
line which is tempered by a well-balanced garage, and 
front entrance porch with delicately-designed wrought 
iron rail and posts. 

Another feature which merits more than passing in- 
terest is the use of projecting brick quoins on either side 
of the front living room window, which have been painted 
in a contrasting color. At the rear of house is located an 
open porch which is delightful in pleasant weather and 
affords the occupants seclusion and privacy. 

The plan is not unusual in its concept, being straight- 
forward in its design, with living and dining room and 
rear porch forming one large unit on one side and the 
service portion on opposite side. The second floor con- 


tains three bedrooms radiating from a small, compact 
each with fine large closets, plenty of light and cro 
ventilation, with bath conveniently located off hall. 

Ease of circulation is one of the dominant features 0 
both first and second floors, particularly in connectk 
with kitchen where contact to side or front entrance сі 
be obtained without passing through living or dinit 
rooms. First floor powder room is located within е 
reach of all rooms. Kitchen has cross ventilation wif 
breakfast table and bench adjoining large windows whid 
look out onto rear porch and landscaped yard. 

Basement contains large rumpus room with wood b 
ing fireplace at one end, laundry, drying room and equi 
ment room containing complete automatic heating unit 

The house is of frame construction with brick à 
wood siding veneer which is placed on a 10-inch-thi 
concrete block foundation. Supporting beams and Ой 
umns in basement are of steel with concrete block divi 
ing wall between rumpus and equipment room. 

Dry wall construction has been used throughout 1 
terior partitions and for all ceilings. Three and one-h 
inch finished baseboard has been applied directly to wot 
studs and sheet rock placed on top with half-round mot 
to cover joint.

The provisions 
aimed to please the savings and loan people are gener 
ally looked upon as desirable, and many of them are a 
ready in the form of bills pending before Congress 
It 15 not expected that anv of the savings and loan as 
ociations will be willing to get needed legislation at 
he price of the many vicious provisions of this bill 

Savings and loan associations are authorized to make 
any FHA loans including Title I without a mortgage, 
ind may invest not exceeding 15 per cent of assets in 
ipartment houses under the vield insurance scheme ot 
the act, or the capital stock of corporations for such 
purpose. No power is extended, however, except unde: 
соуегптепі insurance or guaranty involving govern 
ment control. 

Federal Home Loan Banks are authorized to loan 9 
per cent FHA or veterans guaranteed mortgages, and 
to loan money on 25-year mortgages. Неге, again 
extreme favoritism is shown to government controlled 
mortgages. The basis for loans on other home mort 
gages is left at 60 per cent of the unpaid balance, but 
not over 50 per cent of the property value in the case 
of long-term mortgages and 50 per cent of unpaid bal 
ance and 40 per cent of propertv value in the case of 
other home mortgages. 

The base or measure is changed for the issuance of 
debentures by the Federal Home Loan Banks to include 
government bonds in addition to secured loans lhe 
requirement for examination of the Federal Home Loan 
Banks is changed from two a year to one a year. Treas 
ury purchase of Bank debentures is not authorized 

Sections 402 and 404 of the National Housing Act 
are amended to adjust the dividend rate and insurance 
premium of the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation (as provided in the Spence Bill, which 
recently passed the House), and also authorizes the 
Secretary of the Treasury to buy the debentures of the 
Insurance corporation up to three times its capital re- 
serves and surplus. 

The term of repair loans is increased from 3 to 5 
years. The operation of Title I is broadened from

mortgagor cannot make payments because of unem- 
ployment, economic conditions, or misfortune. 

Provision is made for the refunding of the unearned 
portion of a current year's premium of a Title II or 
Title VI loan. 

Provision is made for the extension of loans to vet- 
erans or dependents of veterans for the period they 
were in service. 

No mortgage shall be eligible for insurance unless 
the principal contractor shall provide a warranty for 
the mortgagor and subsequent owners against structural 
and other defects for a period of one year. 

A provision of the National Housing Act which had 
expired is restored, and requires the Federal Housing 
Administrator to participate in foreclosure costs up to 

per cent of the unpaid principal oí the mortgage, 
but not to exceed seventy-five dollars. 

Section 211 of the National Housing Act is re-enact- 
ed in effect by provision for insurance of loans on rental 
properties up to $250,000 without corporate ownership 
or regulation. 

Section 207 of the National Housing Act is amend 
ed by increasing the limit of a mortgage eligible for 
insurance under the section from five million to 50 
million dollars if the mortgagor is a state or federal 
instrumentality, a municipal corporation or a limited 
dividend group under state or tederal housing laws. 
Ihe section is substantially liberalized, and broadens 
the basis of appraisal of Section 207 mortgages. It 
adopts the method used in Title VI, although the 
present provision of Section 207 in regard to apprais- 
als was written into the Act at the insistence of Con- 
gress. The United States Savings and Loan League 
seriously doubts the soundness of the new provision. 


TITLE IV—Privately Financed Housing for 
Families of Low Income 

This is a new title, and appears to be another defi- 
nite bid for support by the building and banking íra- 
ternity that expressed strong disapproval of the original 
bill. It permits insurance of 95 per cent mortgages 
for amounts up to five thousand dollars, increases the 
term to 32 years, and fixes maximum interest rate at 
four per cent. It also provides for firm commitments 
to builders for 85 per cent. In case of foreclosure oi 
one of these 95 per cent mortgages the mortgagee gets 
everything due him under the mortgage, including all 
foreclosure and other expenses less one-half of one 
per cent. Thus, the lending institution cannot lose 
more than one-halí of one per cent of the amount due, 
plus foreclosure. 

Stating that "there is a need for new dwellings for 
families of lower income at rentals comparable to the 
rentals proposed to be charged for the dwellings in 
such project which without the insurance provided 
hereby cannot adequately be met by privately financed 
new dwellings," provision is made for apartment house 
and rental project insurance up to 90 per cent oí the 
value. This masterpiece of ambiguity is the basis on 
which the government is to determine whether it will 
guarantee 80 per cent or 90 per cent loans. It pro- 
vides also for insurance up to 95 per cent of apartment 


house or project mortgages of “non-profit mutual 
ownership housing corporations." These projects, 


which may include commercial and community facili- 
ties, can be made for 40 years at interest rates not to 
exceed 31% per cent per annum. 

The title also authorizes the Federal National Mort- 
gage Association to make the above mentioned mutual 
ownership and rental housing project mortgages. While 
the title refers to privately financed housing it makes 
no provision for it except under tight government regu- 
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lation, and provides a new type of four per cent apart- 
ment house mortgage, and a new type of 3: per cent 
mutual ownership project mortgage. It also expressly 
provides for the government to furnish the money when 
necessary through the Federal National Mortgage Asso- 
ciation, which is to be controlled by the National Hous- 
ing Agency. 


TITLE V—Direct Private Investment in Housing 
for Families of Moderate Income 

This appears as Title ГУ in the old bill, and 15 the so- 
called yield insurance premium. There is little differ- 
ence in the two, except that in the new bill the insur- 
ance does not expire until the investment is reduced to 10 
per cent, whereas in the old bill insurance expired when 
the investment was reduced to 15 per cent. This just 
gives away а little more. Another give-away provision 
provides that the insurance premium shall be waived in 
any year in which the premium is not earned. 

Provision is made for an amendment to the National 
Housing Act in the form of a new Title VII authorizing 
ЕНА to insure yield upon direct investment in housing. 
lhe guaranteed return is 234 per cent, but the premium 
is one-half of one per cent, making the guaranteed net 
yield 214 per cent. One billion dollars of such insurance 
is authorized. It is difficult to understand how private 
institutions could make such an investment and assume 
management responsibility for a guaranteed return of 
2½ per cent when government bonds yielding 214 рег 
cent can be bought. 


TITLE VI—Land Assembly for Participation by 
Private Enterprise in Development or Redevelop- 
ment Programs 

This is Title ПІ of the old bill. This is another lure 
at which, apparently, it is hoped the private building in- 
dustry will bite. While purporting to be an aid to private 
enterprise in the matter of land development and slum 
clearance, it ties anyone who wants to avail himself ої 
the alleged aid into a knot of government control. Actu- 
ally, it is a complex scheme to be administered by the 
National Housing Administrator to clear slums and make 
land available for redevelopment. The Administrator 
is authorized to issue government guaranteed debentures 
not to exceed $500,000,000, and to make temporary loans 
up to the full cost of the project, and 45-year loans to 
local public housing agencies for redevelopment of such 
projects. 

It also authorizes contribution of four million dollars 
per annum, which may be increased to a like amount the 
second, third, fourth and fifth years, making a commit- 
ment up to $900,000,000, none of which is ever repaid 
The scheme is very carefully designed to make the cleared 
land available for public housing. In order for private 
enterprise to participate, local determination of need is 
called for in the way of approval of the redevelopment 
plan; the plan must conform to the local plan of re- 
development as a whole; building must be begun “within 
a reasonable time"; preference must be given displaced 
families in the project area; a feasible method must be 
provided for temporary relocation of families ousted bv 
reason of the redevelopment project; and permanent 
quarters must be found for such families as are ousted 
and cannot be re-housed in the development project. 

This section of the act is the only one that refers to 
labor, and requires that on such projects as are author- 
ized, the prevailing wage rate in the locality must be paid 


TITLE VII—Aid to Localities for Low Rent Housing 

This is Title V of the old bill. It is an elaborate amend- 

ment of the United States Housing Act of 1937, giving

HE National Real Estate Foundation, recently 

organized, and now in process of full development, 

is an educational institution designed to foster, 
maintain and protect the private ownership of homes, 
farms and other real property. To accomplish this 
purpose, the Foundation is undertaking to assist in 
the investigation of real estate taxation, trends toward 
socialization of real estate ownership, and all of the 
financial and other problems that have to do with the 
security of property ownership. 

Realizing that the fundamental of all physical 
wealth is land, that man has struggled for centuries 
for the right to own property, and that the basic fac- 
tor in national economic strength is the right of the 
individual to acquire, own and use property, the 
founders believe that without an organization of the 
property owners themselves to plead their own case, 
no program of education can be completely successful. 

The Foundation will have 300 trustees, selected 
from the nation as a whole, and by democratic meth- 
ods. The active control of its affairs will be in the 
hands of a small executive committee of seven mem- 
bers, selected by the trustees, and consisting of men 
and women devoted to the ideals of home and farm 
ownership. 

Arthur W. Binns, Philadelphia, Pa., is president 
of the Foundation, and acted as temporary chairman 
of the organization committee. 

In a statement recently issued, Mr. Binns said, 
"We believe there is no such thing as taking a man’s 
property without also taking all his rights. The great 
battle against the socialization of real property is 
just beginning. Great public housing programs, in- 
creasing controls over rents and uses of property by 
federal government, more rigid controls over farms 
and farm production, and regulation of the income 
of commercial property are now in being, are em- 
bodied in proposals before the Congress. Various 
powerful groups and blocs.are being created in advoc- 
acy of such measures. 

“There are twenty-five million owners of homes, 
farms and small properties in the United States, and 
the National Real Estate Foundation expects to at- 
tract at least one million, and hopes to get nearer five 
million of these owners gathered to its standards.

The National Real Estate Foundation is 
organized to maintain the right of citizens 
іо contribute to their own economic security 
by investing their savings in property and 
to see that these investments are secure 


“In studying the possibilities of obtaining at least 
one million members immediately, we find that there 
are two approaches open for quick results : 

"1. There are in existence now, organized at local 
but not national levels, property owners and tax-pay- 
ing groups totaling well over one million members, 
who have said that they are ready and willing to come 
in as individual members at one dollar a year 

"2. The real estate boards, home builder groups, 
mortgage bankers, building and loan people, and 
building supply organizations have stated their wil- 
lingness to work and to obtain members out of their 
individual groups and associations. 

“It is one of the primary objectives of the Founda- 
tion to supply the machinery through which a nation- 
wide small property owners’ association can be set up, 
so that these owners will have a medium through 
which they can consult and take common action. The 
first step, however, is to assist with fact finding, re- 
search and organization facilities the small property 
owners' organizations covering the nation. 

“To do this, a capital fund of two million dollars is 
to be raised at once. The fund is pro-rated among the 
various states, and the trustees will be organized ver- 
tically by states, with a state chairman, a state finance 
committee, and a state speakers committee. These 
vertical organizations by states will be crossed by the 

professional staff, who will service the Foundation, 
à it up, and maintain it thereafter. The products of 
economic research, in the form of clear and simple 
literature, prepared by professionals, will be released 
monthly or semi-monthly to every member of the 
Foundation. 

“The Foundation is incorporated under the laws of 
the District of Columbia, and it welcomes the support 
of those who believe in the ideal of home and farm 
ownership, and the right to own property." 

Among the objectives of the Foundation are: 

To conduct, endow and assist the investigation of 
real estate taxation ; improved methods for real estate 
financing; methods and practices in the control and 
regulation of real property ownership and manage- 
ment ; trends toward socialization of real estate own 
ership; the periodic, cyclical and other factors in 
volved in the appreciation and depreciation of real 
estate values. 

To sponsor, encourage and finance increased own- 
ership of homes, farms and other real property, and 
to cooperate with local governments in the solution 
of fiscal and other problems to make individual prop 
erty ownership more attractive.

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Attic Provides for 
Needs of Growing 
Family 


By R. J. Alexander 


THE problem facing many families 
today is the need of providing space 
for that teen age youngster who is 
incessantly clamoring for a room of 
his own. This need can be met for 
many who have attic spaces devoted 
primarily to miscellaneous storage, 

The details set forth on the oppo- 
site page indicate how this can be 
done. 

It will be noted that all walls of 
the room are covered with knotty 
pine which extends up the sloping 
portion of wall to within 12” of 
ceiling line. Balance of slope and 
ceiling are then covered with an 
insulating board tile laid up in a 
manner to form an attractive pat- 
tern. 

The built-in features such as bed, 
desk, bookshelves, drawers and cup- 
boards would cause any boy to thrill 
with anticipation. 

The bed, or bunk as it is usually 
called in a room of this type, can 
be secured permanently in the posi- 
tion indicated and faced on all ex- 
posed sides with the same finish as 
walls. It can also be made movable 
by providing corner posts with cast- 
ers at floor line and supporting mem- 
bers above. 

The built-in desk has ample knee 
space under counter with drawers 
on either side. Top of desk is cov- 
ered with linoleum and finished with 
stainless steel edging around outside 
face. 

The scroll cut-out of knotty pine 
around windows, in addition to 
forming a terminus for bookshelves, 
provides a very interesting feature 
for end wall treatment. There is 
space for a radiator under one win- 
dow, the area under the adjoining 
window being used for storage. This 
area is made possible by extending 
window stool above, as shown on de- 
tail, where potted plants or other 
knicknacks may be placed, 

Batten type doors are provided 
for all openings. These doors art 
built up of the same material as ad- 
joining walls and are placed flush 
with walls. Finish hardware is of 
the type that will be as inconspicu- 
ous as possible. 

A choice has been left in the mat- 
ter of flooring, three different kinds 
being indicated on the floor plans. 
Any of them will be satisfactory; 
however, linoleum is to be pre 
ferred due to the ease of cleaning 
and also because of its contrasting 
color possibilities.

Snyder report on nation’s 


No. 1 problem gets action 


MERICAN BUILDER believes 

that its readers will be interested 
in the Report on Housing made to 
the President on Dec. 8 by John W 
Snyder, director of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion. Four days later 
President Truman appointed Wilson 
Wyatt, former Mayor of Louisville, 
as Housing Expediter. Mr. Snyder’s 
memorandum follows: 

“The housing shortage we have to- 
day has been building up over a period 
of years. The country entered the 
war with a housing deficit. During 
the war, because we needed all avail- 
able materials and manpower to sup- 
ply our fighting men, we were able to 
build only for workers who migrated 
to war plants. At the same time, mar- 
riages increased at far more than the 
normal rate. With the return of mil- 
lions of veterans, and the additional 
marriages which will follow, we are 
now feeling the full force of this 
hortage. 

"Nothing less than several years of 

eak production will really solve the 
housing problem. It will take some 
time to get the construction industry 
into full operation and we wil! do well 
if more than 500 thousand housing 
units are built in 1946. The govern- 
ment is applying its powers to the 
stimulation of housing production and 
to meeting the emergency situations 
of the months ahead. But the Federal 
government cannot solve the problem 
alone. States and local communities 
must also stimulate production and 
help the returning veterans find homes 
tor their families or, if necessary, find 
emergency shelter. 
The best efforts of the construc- 
tion industry also are needed and it 
15 the definite responsibility of the in- 
dustry—management and labor—to 
cooperate in every way possible to in- 
crease the production of reasonably 
priced homes.

“The administration is using all its 
powers to stimulate production of ma- 
terials and housing. The Office of 
War Mobilization and Reconversion 
has taken energetic action under its 
six-point program. The six objectives 
of that program are: 


(1) To increase the supply of 
building materials ; 

(2) To strengthen inventory con- 
trols to prevent hoarding ; 

(3) To strengthen price controls 
over building materials ; 

(4) To discourage unsound lend 
ing practice and speculation ; 

(5) To enlist industry support in 
increasing production and 
fighting inflation ; 

(6) To provide information and 
advisory service on home 
values to the public. 


“The first of a series of meetings 
with industry and community groups 
under the six-point program of the 
OWMR will be held in Washington 
Dec. 17 and 18. Representatives of 
labor and management organizations 
have been invited to the first meeting, 
and will discuss with the Administra- 
tion methods of stimulating home con- 
struction at reasonable prices. Fur- 
ther meetings of representatives of 
home-financing institutions, and of 
public interest and consumer groups, 
are also on the list. 

“In addition to the foregoing pro- 
gram which was laid down thre 
months ago, the following three addi 
tional steps are being undertaken or 
recommended at this time. 

1. The first step is a program for 
speeding up release of surplus hous- 
ing units and building materials, held

2. The second step is a regulation 


which is now being prepared and 
which should be released before the 
middle of the month, establishing pri 
orities on building materials. 


3. The third step relates to ceiling 
prices on old and new housing. Sharp 
increases in the price of housing al 
ready have occurred. The threat of 
inflation in this field is the most men 
acing in our economy, and we are 
using all the powers granted the ad- 
ministration to combat it.

“The foregoing program is not an 
easy one. It involves many industries, 
many agencies of the government and 
countless communities ; and it must be 
modified from time to time to meet 
changed conditions. I strongly urge 
that a housing expediter be appointed 
who shall have responsibility for co- 
ordinating and expediting the housing 
program, and for recommending new 
steps that may be needed to meet new 
problems. 


“All the steps I have outlined are 
designed to cope with the current 
emergency. Solution of the long-range 
problem of providing the people with 
an adequate supply of moderately 
priced housing is being studied by the 
Congress and I am looking forward 
to action through legislation. 


"We are making progress in our ef- 
forts to cope with the housing prob- 
lem, but it is a difficult one requiring 
full cooperation of communities, local 
and Federal governments and of all 
sections of the industry. As I said 
earlier nothing less than several years 
of peak production will really solve 
the housing problem.”

“Because of the serious shortage 
in many communities, it is obvious 
that thousands of veterans will be un 
able to obtain homes of any kind | 
unless special provision is made in 
their behalf,” Fender said 

“This may mean a temporary delay 
in certain other types of construction, 
such as the building of stores, fac 
tories, warehouses, churches, and 
other structures in which masonry 
construction usually is specified. How 
ever, it is generally agreed that the 
housing shortage, particularly as it 
affects veterans, deserves preferential 
treatment,” he said
